I get a great many letters from your business women asking me 
whether they should support their able-bodied husbands or not. They say 
that as soon as they got married their husbands quit work and left them 
to take care of the family. 


This scems to indicate that the eco- 
nomic freedom for which we women have 
fought so hard ts something of a boome- 
rang, and that when we demonstrated our 
ability to hold down a job and make a 
living we frequently acquired with it the 
necessity of doing so. 


Undoubtedly many a man who has all the 
natural qualifications and talents for being a 
charter member of the “Amalgamated Sons, of 
Rest" is driven into beiag industrious because 
he is forced to earn his own living by the sweat 
of his brow. If he doesn't work, he won't ext, 
and rather than starve he inakes a gesture at 
toil Assure that type of man, however, ot 
three square meals a day and « roof over his 
head and he joyously knocks off work, and 
lets any one who will feed and clothe him. 

It is this type of man who is the male 
parasite who lives upon his wife and lets her 
toll in office ov store while he talks politics at 
the corner grocery, or plays pool at the nearest 
Bpeakeasy. 

Of course, these loufing hushands always have an alibi with which 
they fool their wives for a time, They represent themselves as the 
Chronic victims of the injustice of employers, Or they are temrpora- 
mental and cannot ondure any sort of sordid labor, Or they are al- 
ways hunting for work which by good luck they never happen to find. 
Or they become chornic invalids with no disease the doctors can‘ever 
diagnose, 

And so, at first, the wife does not realize that she has married a man 
who is so indolent and no account that he fs willing to sit down in idleness 
and let a woman support him. Then whea the knowledge does come home 
to her with sickening, deadly certainty, the solution of her 
quite so simple as it appears to be on the surface, 

Sometimes the woman is a good sport, 
Says to herself that turn about is fair play, and that inasmuch ag @ lot of 
mien support trifling wives who lay down on their part in the domestic 
Partnership, why shouldn't a woman support a lazy husband? 


Sometimes the husband who won't work is amiable and agreeable 
and his wife maintains him as a luxuary as she might an automobile 
or a yacht. Sometimes she carries on just because she dreads the 
mussiness of divorce and hates to wash her dirty linen in public, Gen- 
erally she stands her good-for-nothing husband because she lacks the 
nerve to shut the door in his face and turn ‘him out to starve, 

But the situation is always one that is full of 
wife, because the pan that a woman supports 
that bites the hand that feeds it. There is just one thing that he hates 
worse than work, and that is the woman who works for him. 


1 have known many lazy men who were dependent on their wives, 
but 1 have wever yet known one of these men who treated his wife 
decently, Invariably they were ill-temperd and grouchy and abustve. 
They would take all. that their wives could give them, but they never 
showed the slightest appreciation or gratitude, They were never kind, 
never even ordinarily polite. 


And the reason for this is obvious enough. The man who lets his wife 
support him is humiliated in his own eyes. He knows himself for a poor, 
miserable weakling. Less than a man. He realizes that everybody else 
holds him in contempt, and he takes out upon his wife his futile rage at 
his own shortcomings 


He hates her for her virtues. Because she has the strength he 
lacks. Because she has the grit and determination he has not. 
Because she is competent and he is incompetent. Because she is a 
success and he is a failure, Because she makes money and he makes 
none, Because she gives and he takes. Becaus she is a beiier man 
than he is, and he knows it and the world knows it. 

All this fills his heart with venom and he takes his mean revenge 
upon her by eating her bread and being disloyal to it. 


The problem of supporting a husband in idleness used to belong ex- 
clusively to the rich woman. With her it was a simple matter of whether 
she cared to indulge in that kind of a luxury or not, and as she generally 
bought something ornate with social prestige or a title to it, it may be 
presumed that she got the worth of her money.
